May it Please York Excellency, 



We, the Commissioners of Intermediate Education (Ireland), 
submit to your Excellency this our third Report. 



In doing so we are gratified to be able to state that the number 
of those who presented themselves for examination in 1881 
exhibits an increase of 25 per cent, on the number in 18S0, and 
an increase of nearly 76 yer cent, on the number in 1879.

The above figures clearly show the progressive development of 
the Intennediate system, and the appreciation on the part of 
the public of the benefits which it offers. 

Along with this progressive increase, the results of the exami- 
nations and the reports of the Examiners afford evidence 
that the improvement in education and in educational methods 
anticipated by the framers of the Act is in process of realization, 
and, we may add, to an extent which has rendered the means at 
our disposal quite inadequate for the rewarding of the teachers 
and the taught on the scale contemplated by the Act, more 
especially if its benefits are to be extended, as heretofore, to girls as 
well as to hoys* 

The organization and conduct of Examinations extending over 
ten days, and held simultaneously at so large a number of centres, 
in such a variety of subjects as are included in our programme, 
and with such a number of candidates, were (before the 
Intermediate Act came into operation) without precedent 
in Ireland. We are, however, happy to be able to state 
that the anticipation expressed in our last Keporfc as to the 
efficiency of the arrangements we had made for the Examinations 
in 1881 has been fully realized. 

The character of the Examination, and the general standard of 
education through the country, may be judged from the Examina- 
tion Papers and the answering of the candidates as detailed in 
the Tables of Results, copies of which are herewith trans- 
mitted to Your Excellency. 

_ * la the first Report of tie Board, 1879, it was stated (p. 7): 11 There is 
little doubt that the claims on the fund in future years -will largely exceed 
those of this year, and will he sufficient to absorb the whole of the annual 
income ; and it is highly probable that ultimately the fund may prove inade- 
quate to carry out the intentions of the legislature.” 
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With regard to the standard for passing in the various subjects 
of Examination, the Rule adopted by us in 1879 and approved 
by Your Excellency, required in each subject a moderate per- 
centage, (about 20 per . cent.) of the maximum marks assigned to 
it. Subsequently, taking into consideration the improvement in 
education and the development of the system during the three 
years of its working, we felt ourselves justified in proposing to 
raise the Pass Mark in each subject to 25 per cent, fox the 
Examination of 1882. This was approved by Your Excellency, 
and is accordingly the rule. 

In the case of Greek, Latin, and the Modem Languages, 
we specify for minute study certain limited courses, subject to 
alteration each year, hut we assign a very large proportion of the 
marks in these subjects to Composition and the translation of un- 
prepared passages — portions of the Examination which afford the 
best opportunity for testing the soundness of the instruction im- 
parted, and in dealing with which superficial knowledge is of little 
avail to the Candidate. As a further security against hasty, and 
superficial preparation ("cram” so calledj, we provide “ that no 
Student shall be awarded a pass or honor mark in Greek, Latin, 
French, German, Italian, or Celtic, who shall not have obtained at 
least 20 per cent, of the marks assigned to Grammar ; and that 
if any Student exhibit gross ignorance in English Orthography 
and Grammar, he shall not he entitled to pass.” (Rule 12.) 

We desire to call attention to the beneficial results of the 
systems on which the Exhibitions and Prizes in money and 
Results Fees are awarded in accordance with our Rules. 

These systems are eminently calculated to discourage teachers 
from bestowing undue attention on then- more promising pupils 
to the neglect of others, a practice which, unless checked by 
safeguards such as those adopted by us, is not unlikely to prevail 
when valuable prizes are offered to public competition. 

The system under which our Exhibitions and Money Prizes 
were awarded in 1881 is defined by " Rule 30 ” as follows : — 

“The number of Exhibitions to be awarded in the Junior and 
Middle Grades, and of £50 Prizes in the senior grade, shall be deter- 
mined by assigning one Exhibition for every ten Students in the 
aggregate who shall have passed in at least three of the following sub- 
jects, viz. : — 



(a) Greek, 
(bj Latin, 

(c) English, 

(d) French, 

(e) German, 
(/) Italian, 



( g ) Celtic, 

(h) Mathematics, 

(i) Hatural science, 
0) Drawing, 

(k) Music ; 



but of these three two must be from among the following : — Greek, 
Latin, English, or Mathematics, tf, on dividing the aggregate above 
referred to by ten, there shall remain a number not less than five, an 
additional Exhibition shall be awarded." 



Under this Rule it is tbe direct interest of teachers to secure 
that as large a number of their pupils as possible may not only 
pass, for which success in too subjects is sufficient, but also be 
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included in the aggregate of students on which depends the 
number of Exhibitions and Money Prizes awarded in each 
grade. 

The system under which Results Fees are payable has & 
similar tendency, because as the Results Fee in any subject is 
the same whether a student obtain an Honor Mark or a Pass 
Mark, the teacher Has no pecuniary inducement to neglect back- 
ward pupils in the interests of the more advanced. 

The proportion of Exhibitions in the Junior and Middle 
Grades, and of £50 Prizes in the Senior Grade, to the number of 
students who pass, is the same as was originally fixed by the 
Act of Parliament. 

The income of the endowment lias, however, proved inade- 
quate to the demands which, under these rules, the various 
expenses make upon it. It is sufficient to meet the claims of the 
boys and boys’ schools, but not those of the girl candidates, in 
connexion with whom the expenditure has now reached the sum 
of about £9,000. That this would be the case, appears to 
have been early foreseen hy those who introduced the Bill in the 
House of Lords, when its provisions did not extend to girls and 
the fund was the same as that which must now supply the claims 
of both boys and girls and their instructors* 

The increase in the numbers who presented themselves for 
examination in 1SS1, above those who had done so in the two 
previous years, would of itself have increased the expenditure. 
But other causes, which we now proceed to state, render this 
increase under the heads of Exhibitions and Results Fees greater 
than the increase of numbers would by itself have effected. 

With regard to Exhibitions, the cause which has mainly operated 
in bringing about an increase larger than might have been antici- 
pated, is the more than proportionate increase in the number 
who, by passing in at least three of the essential subjects in 
accordance with rule 30, quoted above, constituted the aggregate 
of students, to one-tentli of whom Exhibitions were awardable. 

With regard to Results Fees, the greatly increased amount 
is mainly due to the facts that a much larger number of students 
passed in the various subjects than in 18S0, and that of these 
students a larger proportion were qualified to earn Results Fees 
than in that year. Moreover, in consequence of the rule above 

* On the 2nd July, Earl Spencer asked, “ Whether it was intended that the 
prizes and studentships should be open to competition by women ?” Lord 
Cairns said that the Hill, as at present framed, did not contemplate the 
application of the scheme to female students. Should Parliament at any time 
be disposed to extend the system to them, a modification of the rules as to the 
subjects of examination would be necessary. The financial arrangements 
would also require enlargement — {Hansard, Vol. CCXLI., p. 585.) 

On the 4th July, Earl Granville “wished to know from the noble and 
learned lord whether it was correct, or whether he had misunderstood him, 
that the Bill did not contemplate the admission of female students.” “If,’’ 
replied Lord Cairns, “ in the opinion of Parliament the measure should be 
extended so as to include girls, Her Majesty’s Government would desire to 
consider whether it would not be necessary to make some modification of the 
rules, and to consider also whether the financial arrangements of the Bill, being 
framed on the principle of providing only for boys, would not require some 
material alteration.” — {Ibid., pp. 742-3.) 
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referred to, the energies of students were directed more than in 
previous years to the four great subjects, Greek, Latin, English, 
and Mathematics, and thus the passes in these subjects, on which 
the highest Results Fees are attainable, were more than propor- 
tionately increased. 

In support of this explanation we would draw your Excellency's 
attention to the following tables which show the increase in per 
cent, of students who passed in the various subjects in 1SS1 as 
compared with 1880. It will be observed that in Greek, Latin, 
and English there is an increase of 16, 15, and 31 per cent, res- 
pectively in the case of hoys, and in mathematics, if the four 
divisions of the subject be grouped together, an increase of 4 per 
cent, in the case of boys, and of 12 per cent, in the case of 
girls.

Our main object in requiring in the year 1S81, under Rule 30, 
as a qualification for Exhibitions, passes in at least two of the 
four subjects mentioned above, instead of one as in previous 
years, was to induce students to bestow their attentiou on these 
more important subjects rather than to aim at amassing a high 
score of marks by passes in a number of subjects of less general 
importance. 

Although the conditions under which Exhibitions were to he 
won were thus rendered more stringent, still the passes gained 

* At the Examination in 1881 separate marks were awarded in Arithmetic 
and Algebra to Senior Grade Gilds, and such candidates are included in the 
numbers under these separate subjects. 
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by the students, more especially in the four most important 
subjects of the programme, were so numerous that a larger instead 
of a smaller number of Exhibitions was won, and the amount of 
Results Fees was proportionately increased. 

So great an increase in the number of passes, and consequently 
in the amount of Results Fees, could not have been anticipated 
by ns; but we must regard the issue, notwithstanding the 
financial considerations involved, as a matter of congratulation 
from the educational point of view. 

The result is that the income of 1881 fails by the sum of 
about £10,000 to meet the amount which would have been pay- 
able under the Rules. 

As we have no reason to anticipate a falling off, but rather the 
reverse, in the number of candidates in 1SS2, we have felt ourselves 
compelled to submit to Your Excellency a proposal, which has 
been approved by you, to diminish by one-half the scale of Results 
Fees for that year, and to reduce the Exhibitions in the Junior 
and Middle Grades and prizes in the Senior Grade from £20, £30, 
and £50 to £15, £25, and £40 respectively, at the same time 
reducing the number of Exhibitions and Prizes awardable by 
one-third. 

It cannot be doubted that the reductions which we have been 
compelled to announce in the amounts of Exhibitions and Prizes, 
and the possibility of still further reductions, unless the funds at 
our disposal be largely augmented by Parliament, will damp the 
ardour not only of those students who intend to present them- 
selves at the next Examination, but also of the large and increasing 
body of younger students who look forward to competition in 
some future year. There is every reason to think that in the 
ease of boys, and still more in the case of girls, the maximum 
number of competitors has not yet been approached. 

The very serious reduction in the scale of Results Fees will un- 
questionably discourage and possibly embarrass those managers of 
schools, who, on the faith of the scale laid down in the Sche- 
dule to the Intermediate Education Act, have incurred considerable 
outlay in providing not only an enlarged and more efficient staff, 
but also educational appliances to meet the requirements of 
the Intermediate programme ; for this programme introduced 
into the curricula of Irish schools and encouraged the teaching 
of several subjects hitherto not generally included in a school 
education. 

"We submit to Your Excellency that it wonld be greatly to 
be deplored if Parliament should permit the system of Inter- 
mediate Education to be crippled, and the sphere of its use- 
fulness narrowed by the inadequacy of the funds available for 
carrying out the intentions of the Legislature, just at the moment 
when the advantages of the system are extensively appreciated 
and its popularity is established, and when by the labour and 
experience of three years its organization has been matured. 

In conclusion we wonld respectfully remind Your Excellency 
that difficulties similar to those which now present themselves to 
us— arising from a development more rapid and a success more 
decided than could have been anticipated by their originators — 
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were met early in their respective careers by the Board of National 
Education, Ireland, and the Science and Art Department, England, 
and that the justice of their claims for increased endowment 
was promptly recognised, and their requirements supplied by 
the action of the Government, 

We trust that the same liberality will be extended to us as has 
been accorded in the cases referred to. Such liberality will meet 
with the grateful approval of the Irish public, and we do not 
contemplate that a groat experiment which so far has been 
successful beyond expectation, will be allowed to suffer disaster 
or defeat from want of needful aid which was promised when it 
was instituted and without which, in our opinion, its beneficent 
purpose caunot be accomplished.

Appendix I. 

RULES. 

The Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, in pursuance and 
by virtue of the “ Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878,” 
do hereby, with the approval of His Excellency Francis 
Thomas de Grey, Earl Cowper, Lord Lieutenant General and 
General Governor of Ireland, make the following rules for the 
purposes of said Act : — 



Examinations. 

Examinations extending over a course of three years shall be held in 
accordance -with the rules following : — 

1. The examinations in each of the three grades shall be held between 
the first day of J une and the first day of August, at convenient centres 
to be selected by the Board, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant 

The following shall be the subjects of Examination, viz . : — 

(1.) The ancient language, literature, and history of Greece ; 

(2.) The ancient language, literature, and history of Rome ; 

(3.1 The language, literature, and history of Great Britain and 
Ireland ; 

(4.) The language and literature of France ; the language and literature 
of Germany ; the language and literature of Italy ; the Celtic 
language and literature. 

(5.) Mathematics (including arithmetic and book-keeping) ; 

(6.) Natural sciences ; 

(7.) Music; 

(8.) Drawing; 

(9.) Such other subjects of secular education as the Board may from 
time to time prescribe. 

2. There shall be annually published by the Board a programme of 
the examinations setting forth the several subjects in detail, and 
including a list of the authors in which the literary part of the exami- 
nations shall consist, together with the scale of results fees, and such 
other information as they may deem desirable ; and a copy shall he 
furnished by the Board to any person on application. 

3. The Board shall in each year give notice by public advertisement 
of the dates on which the examinations will be held. 

4. The Board shall in each year prepare and publish a list of examiners 
in the various subjects for the year, to which list additions may, if 
necessary, be made during the year from time to time ; and a sufficient , 
number shall be selected from such list, with the approval of the Lord 
Lieutenant, to conduct the examinations. 

5. Any student shall be eligible for examination who, on the first 
day of June, in the year in which he shall present himself, shall in the 
junior grade either attain or be under the age of 16 years ; in the 
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middle grade either attain or be under the age of 1 7 years ; and in the 
senior grade either attain or be under the age of 18 years. 

6. Students intending to present themselves for examination shall, on 
or before the 31st March in each year, send to the Board notice of their 
intention, together with satisfactory evidence of age. They shall also 
specify the subjects of the programme in which they propose to present 
themselves, and the centre at which they wish to be examined. A 
student shall not be examined in any subject, or at any centre not 
specified in his notice, without the permission of the Board, applied for 
previous to the 1st of May. Students shall, on sending to the Board 
notice of their intention to present themselves for examination, remit a 
fee of 2s. 6d. each, if such forms of notice be sent in on or before the 
last day of February. Forms of notice sent in after the last day of 
February will be received up to and on the 31st day of March, on 
payment of a fee of 5s. Students shall also send to the Board a declaration 
signed by a parent, guardian, or teacher, stating under what teachers, 
and in what part of Ireland they have pursued their studies during the 
year preceding the examination. A number shall be assigned to each 
student so giving notice of his intention to be examined, by which alone 
he shall be known in the subsequent examination. Before admitting 
any student to examination, the Board shall satisfy itself that during 
the year preceding the date of examination he has pursued a course of 
study in Ireland. 

7. The Board will accept as satisfactory evidence of age, (1) a certified 
extract from a public registry of births; (2) a baptismal certificate, 
accompanied by a statement in writing of a parent or guardian giving 
the date of birth ; (3) in case neither (1) nor (2) can be obtained, a 
statutable declaration from a parent or guardian stating date of birth. 

8. Students over the ages prescribed by rule 5, but who shall on the 
1st day of June, in the year in which they present themselves, either 
attain or be under the ages of 17 and 18, in the junior and middle 
grades respectively, and in the year 1S81 only, students who shall 
either attain or be under the age of 19 on the 1st day of June, in the 
senior grade, shall be admitted to examination, and students who passed 
in the junior grade in 1879, under No. 1 of supplementary rules 
for that year,* shall be allowed to present themselves for examination 
in 1881 in die senior grade; but no account shall be taken of such 
students in the awarding of exhibitions, prizes, and results fees, and 
the names of those who pass will be published in a separate list. Such 
students shall pay a fee of ten shillings each. 

9. No student shall obtain a pass, or be awarded any exhibition, 
prize, or certificate at any examination, nor shall his name be published 
in the Schedule of Results, unless he pass in at least two subjects, of 
which one shall be Greek, Latin, English, or Mathematics ; but in the 
case of girls, it will be sufficient to pass in arithmetic or a modern 
language, and one other subject. 

10. In order to pass in Mathematics, it will be necessary for boys to 
pass in arithmetic and one other mathematical subject, and for girls to 
pass in arithmetic. 

« * [Extract from Supplementary Rules, 1879.] “ In the year 1879, students over the 
ages mentioned in the 4th Rule of the Schedule of the Act, but who, on the 1st of June, 
shall not have attained the ages of 18, 19, and 20, for the three grades respectively, 'will 
be admitted to examination. 

11 No account will be taken of such students in the awarding of exhibitions, prizes, or 
• results fees ; but the names of those who pass will be published, and certificates will be 
given to those who pass with merit. 

The fee jiavablc by such students shall be five shillings each,” 
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11. In order to pass in Natural Science it will be necessary to pass 
in two Natural Science subjects. 

12. In each subject, according to their answering, students may be 
awarded (1), pass marks; (2), honor marks. To pass in any subject it 
will be necessary and sufficient to obtain 20 per cent, of the gross total 
of marks assigned to the questions in that subject ; to gain honor marks, 
40 per cent, of the gross total of marks assigned to the questions in that 
subject ; always provided that no student shall be awarded a pass or 
honor mark in Greek, Latin, French, German, Italian, or Celtic, who 
shall not have obtained at least 20 per cent, of the marks assigned to 
Grammar ; and that if any student exhibit gross ignorance in English 
orthography and grammar, he shall not be entitled to pass. 

13. All the examinations under this Act shall be conducted in 
writing. 

14. No restrictions will be placed on students, who are not affected 
by Rule 28, presenting themselves more than once for examination 
in the same grade, if not disqualified by age ; but results fees will not 
be paid in respect of the same subjects a second time in the same 
grade. 

15. No student shall take out of the examination room any Answer 
Books whether used or unused. 

16. No student shall remain in the examination room after his 
Answer Books shall have been given up to the Superintendent. 

17. No student shall aid, or attempt to aid, another student; or 
obtain, or attempt to obtain, assistance from another ; or communicate 
in any way with any other students in the examination room ; or bring 
into the examination room, or have in his possession, while in such 
room, any slate, ruler, or mathematical instrument, or any books, notes, 
or paper whatsoever, savo such Answer Books as shall be supplied by the 
Board, except at the examination in Drawing, with regard to which 
special instructions will be issued through the Superintendent, and at the 
Examination in Book-keeping, at which a ruler only will be allowed. 
Any student found violating this rule shall be liable to be expelled from 
the Examination Hall, and shall not be permitted to return during the 
same day. 

18. Students are forbidden to damage the examination room or its 
furniture. 

19. Students are bound in all matters relative to the examination to 
submit to the directions of the Centre Superintendent. 

20. If any student shall be adjudged by the Board to have violated 
any of these rules, the Board shall have power to deprive him of marks 
in the subject or subjects in reference to which the offence has been com- 
mitted, or even to deprive hfm of his examination altogether, according 
to the judgment the Board may form of the gravity of the offence, and 
also to publish his name in the Schedule of Results as having been de- 
prived of his examination for having violated the rules. 

Students shall conform to these and all other rules issued by the 
Board for their direction. 

21. The Board shall have power, in case of the occurrence of accidents 
or irregularities at any centre, to order a second examination in the 
subject or subjects in regard of which such accidents or irregularities 
may have occurred; and the marks obtained at such second examination 
shall, for all intents and purposes, be regarded as obtained at the first 
examination. 

22. In case a student, through any mistake, should not be awarded 
marks to which he is entitled on his answering, and should thereby fail 

C 
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to obtain any exhibition, prize, or medal to which his marks when 
amended shall entitle him, the Board shall have power to award such 
student an exhibition, prize, or medal, and to alter the Schedule of 
Results accordingly. 

Prizes and Exhibitions. 

23. Exhibitions not exceeding £20 a year, tenable for three years, 
shall be awarded to such students as the Board shall adjudge to have 
obtained the highest places at the examination in the junior grade, 
among those who shall have passed in accordance with Rule 30. 

24. Exhibitions not exceeding £30 a year, touable for two years, 
shall be awarded to such students as the Board shall adjudge to have 
obtained the highest places at the examination in the middle grade, 
among those who shall have passed in accordance with Rule 30. 

25. No student shall be awarded an exhibition a second time in the 
same grade. No student shall hold two exhibitions at the same time. 

26. Prizes not exceeding £50 shall be awarded to such students 
as the Board shall adjudge to have obtained the highest places at the 
examination in the senior grade, among those who shall have passed 
in accordance with Rule 30. No student shall be awarded such prize a 
second time. No student obtaining such prize shall retain any exhibi- 
tion previously obtained. 

27. No exhibition under the Act shall be tenable by, and no prize 
except medals or minor prizes shall be awarded to any student holding a 
scholarship, exhibition, or free scholarship from any other endowment. 

28. No exhibition shall continue to be held by any student unless 
in each year for which such Exhibition is tenable he shall present 
himself for examination in a grade superior to that in which he ob- 
tained it, and pass in three or more subjects to which at least 3,000 
marks in the aggregate are assigned, and pass with honors in a subject, 
or subjects, representing in the aggregate not less than 1,000 of these 
marks. The obligation to present himself in a superior grade shall 
not take effect until the year 1882. 

29. Should a student, through illness or other sufficient cause, fail to 
comply with the conditions of holding an exhibition, the Board may, at 
their discretion, permit such student to resume the exhibition on such 
terms as they may prescribe. 

30. The number of exhibitions to be awarded in the junior and middle 
grades and of £50 prizes in the senior grade, shall be determined by 
assigning one exhibition for every ten students in the aggregate who 
shall have passed in at least three of the following subjects, viz. : — 

(a.) Greek, (y.) Celtic, 

lb.) Latin, (k.) Mathematics, 

(c.) English, (i.) Natural Science, 

Id.) French, U.) Drawing, 

(e.) German, (k.) Music: 

(/!) Italian, 

but of these three two must be from among the following : — Greek, 
Latin, English, or Mathematics. If, on dividing the aggregate above 
referred to by ten, there shall remain a number not less than five, an 
additional exhibition shall be awarded. 

31. The Board shall award gold or silver medals to a limited number of 
distinguished students in each grade on the following principles : to the boy 
and girl whom the Board shall adjudge to have obtained the first place 
in each grade, a gold medal ; to the boy and girl whom the Board shall 
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adjudge to have obtained tlie second place in each grade, a silver medal; 
to the boys whom the Board shall adjudge to be the best answerers in 
the several grades, in Greek, Latin, Mathematics, English, Modern 
Languages, respectively, a gold medal ; to the boys whom the Board 
shall adjudge to be the best answerers in Natural Science, Drawing, 
Music, respectively, a silver medal ; to the girls whom the Board shall 
adjudge to be the best answerers in English, Modem Languages, 
Mathematics, Drawing, Music, respectively, a gold medal ; to the girls 
whom the Board shall adjudge to be the best answerers in Greek, Latin, 
Natural Science, respectively, a silver medal. 

32. The Board shall award prizes in books to distinguished students 
who may have failed to obtain exhibitions. These prizes shall be of 
the following values in each grade : first class prize, £4 ; second class 
prize, £3 ; third class prize, £2. 

33. The exhibitions, £50 prizes, medals, and prizes enumerated in 
the foregoing section, shall be awarded to the students in each year, 
without reference to the order of merit in the examination list for any 
particular place of examination. 

34. The exhibitions, prizes, and prizes in books, will be given 
according to the aggregate total of marks obtained by the students, esti- 
mated in the following manner : — First, the marks obtained in each 
subject in which the student has passed will be diminished by 20 per cent. 
of the maximum assigned to that subject ; the remainder will then be 
added together and will constitute the aggregate total. 

Itesults Fees. 

35. Results fees, according to the following scale, shall be paid to the 
managers of schools for students who, having attended their schools from 
the 1st of November of the year previous to that of the examination, 
and having made at least one hundred attendances from that date to the 
last day of the month preceding the examination, may obtain passes in 
at least two subjects, of which one must be Greek, Latin, English, or 
Mathematics, or, in the case of girls, Greek, Latin, English, a Modem 
Language, or Mathematics. Results fees will be paid at the rates of — 
Junior Grade, 2s. 6d. per 100 marks assigned to subject; Middle 
Grade, 3s. per 100 marks assigned to subject ; Senior Grade, 3s. 6d. per 
100 marks assigned to subject ; provided that in the case of any one 
student there shall not in any one year be paid, in the aggregate, in the 
Junior Grade a results fee greater than £7 ; in the Middle Grade a 
results fee greater than £8 ; or in the Senior Grade a results fee greater 
than £10. 

36. For the purposes of this rule, a school shall mean any educational 
institution (not being a school under the National Education Board) 
which affords classical or scientific education, or both, to pupils not 
exceeding eighteen years of age, of whom not less than ten shall have 
attended the school on the 1st of November, and shall have made one 
hundred attendances at the least in the period between that date and the 
last day of the month preceding the examination in respect to which the 
results fees are claimed. 

37. Managers of schools claiming results fees shall send to the Board 
when •making their claim a declaration in the form stated in the annexed 
Schedule. All claims for results fees must be sent in or before De 
cember 1st, in the year in respect of which such claims are made.

There shall not be any 
competition between girls and boys for exhibitions, prizes, medals, or 
prizes in books. The number of exhibitions to be awarded in each year 
to girls shall be determined in the same way as for boys.

DUTIES OF EXAMINERS. 

(1.) Each Examiner shall send to the Assistant Commissioners, in a 
registered and sealed envelope, the questions he proposes to set in the 
paper or portion of a paper assigned to Mm by them. 

(2.) The Examiners, when sending in their papers, shall inform the 
Assistant Commissioners of the value assigned to each question. 

(3.) Each Examiner in Drawing shall send to the Board, with his 
questions, a statement specifying whether students are permitted to take 
mathematical instruments with them into the examination room. The 
Examiner in Drawing shall also specify what supply of drawing paper 
and pencils shall be required by each student. 

(4.) Each Examiner will be supplied with a schedule, containing, in 
numerical order, the examination numbers of all the students in the 
grade in wMch he is to examine. In this schedule the particular numbers 

E 
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for -which answer hooks shall he sent shall be marked by a letter or 
otherwise. In this schedule he is to enter, in separate columns, the 
marks awarded for each answer given, and bring out the gross total in 
the case of each student. Such schedule, signed at the foot of every 
page by the Examiner, shall be sent to the Assistant Commissioners 
within six weeks from the date on which the Examiner has received it. 

(5.) The answer books of the candidates shall be preserved by the 
Examiner, and returned to the Assistant Commissioners with his report. 

(6.1 The Examiners shall use the utmost vigilance for the detection 
of copying, and report all suspected cases in “ Remarks " column. 

(7.) The Examiners shall conform to all other rules or directions which 
the Board shall issue for their direction. 



Appendix VI. 

DUTIES OF CENTRE SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The following shall be the duties of the Superintendents of centres 
at which, either boys or girls are under examination : 

(1.) They shall proceed to the centres respectively assigned to them, 
so as to anituge all the preliminaries for the examination the day before 
the examination begins at such centre. 

(2.) They shall be responsible for the safe custody of tlie sealed 
packets of examination papers, and of tlie stationery and otlier requisites 
supplied for use at their several centres. They shall see that each 
student is provided with pens and a separate ink bottle. 

(3.) Immediately before the hour fixed for each examination they 
shall, in the presence of the students, break open the sealed packet of 
examination papers, and without delay distribute tlie papers. 

(4.) They shall be responsible for the management and discipline of 
the students under examination, and they shall take care that the students 
are separated from each other by such a space as will effectually prevent 
them from copying each other’s work, or from taking any other unfair 
advantage. They shall take care that complete silence is maintained 
during the examination. 

(5.) They shall cause each student, when first coming up for exami- 
nation, to sign the centre signature roll ; and they shall carefully note 
upon this roll the attendance of each student at the examination in the 
several subjects marked thereupon. They shall not admit any student 
to examination in any subject which is not marked opposite liis name 
upon such roll, or included in the list endorsed on the student's admis- 
sion card. 

(6.) They shall remain in the room during the entire examination j 
and they shall not admit any person whatever to the examination room, 
except the Assistant Commissioners and those bearing an order in writing 
from either of them. 

(7.) They shall at the termination of each paper carefully collect the 
envelopes containing the answer books of the several students, and shall 
transmit them to the Assistant Commissioners, in accordance with such 
instructions as shall he issued for this purpose. Before taking the 
students’ envelopes from them they shall see that in each case the 
required particulars are legibly written upon them. They shall take 
special care to keep distinct, and forward to the office in separate 
parcels, the answer books for each period of examination, accompanied 
by a written list of the examination numbers of the students sending 
such answer books.

(8.) They shall, upon a form to be supplied to them, make a daily 
report to the Assistant Commissioners, giving statistics of the students 
who presented themselves for examination, stating any irregularities of 
the students while under examination, acknowledging the receipt of 
any supplies from the office, and applying for any requisites they may 
consider necessary for the purposes of the examination. 

(9.) They shall see that the students, while under examination, 
conform to the printed directions issued to them. 

(10.) They shall keep a careful account from day to day of the several 
sums expended by them in the service of the Board other than their 
locomotive expenses, procuring in every case a proper voucher for the 
expenditure. If money be paid to a person who cannot write, a voucher 
to bo signed by mark and attested by a competent witness should be 
obtained. 

(11.) They shall, at the conclusion of the examination, collect and 
transmit to the Assistant Commissioners statements of the various sums 
due in respect of the accommodation provided at their respective centres, 
to be certified by them or by the person through whom, on behalf of the 
Board, the contract for such accommodation was made. 

(12.) They shall conform to all other rules or instructions which the 
Board or the Assistant Commissioners shall issue for their direction. 



Appendix VII. 

DIRECTIONS TO STUDENTS. 

I. On the first day on which you present yourself for examination, 
you are required to be in attendance at least lialf-an-hour before the 
examination commences. On subsequent days on which you present 
yourself for examination, you are required to be iu attendance at the 
examination room at least five minutes before the hour stated in the 
Time Table. Y ou are to occupy during the entire examination the 
place first assigned to you by the Superintendent, uidess otherwise 
directed by him. 

II. You will not be admitted to the examination room if you are 
more than fifteen minutes late. You will not be permitted to leave 
the room until twenty minutes have elapsed after the time at which 
the examination began. If you leave the room during the examination, 
you will not be permitted to return until the expiration of the time 
allowed for the paper at which you were engaged. 

III. You will be supplied with as many Answer Books as you 
require, and an envelope in which your Answer Books, before being 
given up to the Superintendent, are to be enclosed. You are requested 
to bring with you pens, pencils (with the means of pointing them), and 
India-mbber. You are carefully to enter on your Answer Books and 
envelope the several particulars required, and to write your Examination 
Number upon every map and drawing which you prepare, but do not 
write your name upon any of them. No credit will be given for any 
Answer Book upon which your name is written, or upon which your 
Examination Number is not written. 

IV. If you require anything during the examination, do not leave 
your place, but call out your number and raise your hand ; the 
Superintendent will then see to your wants. 

V. "Write on one side of the paper only, and leave a blank space 
of two lines between each answer. Yon are requested to answer 
the questions in the order, as far as you conveniently can, in which 
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they occur upon the paper, and write the number of each question in 
the margin opposite your answers. 

VI. As soon as notice is given — which will be five minutes before 
the end of the time allowed — arrange your Answer Books in order, 
place them unfolded in the envelope supplied to you, fasten the 
envelope, and hand it to the Superintendent. 

Your attention is particularly called to the following extracts from 
11 Rules for 1881 ” : — 

“ 15. No student shall take out of the examination room any Answer 
Books, whether used or unused. 

“16. No student shall remain in the examination room after his 
Answer Books shall have been given up to the Superintendent. 

“17. No student shall aid, or attempt to aid, another student ; or 
obtain, or attempt to obtain, assistance from another ; or communicate 
in any way with any other students in the examination room ; or bring 
into tho examination room, or have in his possession while in such 
room, any slate, ruler, or mathematical instrument, or any hooks, notes, 
or paper whatsoever, save such Answer Books as shall be supplied by 
the Board, except at the Examination in Drawing, with regard to which 
special instructions will ho issued through tho Superintendent, and at 
the Examination in Book-keeping, at which a ruler only will he 
allowed. Any student found violating this rule shall bo liable to be 
expelled from the Examination Hall, and shall not be permitted to 
return, during the same day. 

“ 18. Students are forbidden to damage the Examination room or 
its furniture. 

“ 1 9. Students are bound in all matters relative to the Examination 
to submit to the directions of the Centre Superintendent. 

“ 20. If any student shall be adjudged by the Board to have violated 
any of these rules, the Board shall have power to deprive him of marks 
in the subject or subjects in reference to which the offence has been 
committed, or even to deprive him of his examination altogether, 
according to the judgment the Board may form of the gravity of the 
offence, and also to publish his name in the Schedule of Results as 
having been deprived of his examination for having violated the Rules. 

“ Students shall conform to these, and all other Rules issued by the 
Board for their direction.”
